“Come down today.

The pilots countered a short time 
later with the following note: 
“Motor still running good. 
See no 
reason to quit now. We are shooting 
at the 500-hour mark. 
Ship okay and 
so are we. Regards. Red and O’Brine. 
M ajor Robertson was asked if his 
message was a flat order or a request 
and replied: 
“At first we thought of m aking it a 
flat order, yes, but then changed our 
minds and put it in the form of a re­ 
quest.” 
It was apparent Robertson hoped if 
not expected th at Jackson and O’Brine 
would heed the request. 
There was considerable speculation 
a t the field over the 
reception 
the 
“request” would g^t aboard the Robin, 
as Jackson was said to be "distinctly 
a m an of his own mind.” 
It was borne aloft to the endurance 
plane before Jackson or O’Brine had 
been able to reply to the earlier letter 
from Major Robertson, suggesting the 
advisability of landing if not absolute­ 
ly spre of all conditions aloft. 
Mrs. Sally Jackson, wife of one of 
the pilots, was asked w hat she thought 
of the order and indicated displeasure 
but requested not to be quoted. 
Shortly after the request 
to come 
down was broadcast, a flood of tele 
gram s protesting against it poured in 
upon the St. Louis offices of the Cur- 
tiss-Robertson Co., sponsors

Louis, Mo., July 30.—(UJR) — Two 
tireless pilots guiding an airplane on 
the greatest flight in history w ittingly 
or unw ittingly perpetrated a hoax on 
official observers at Lambert-St. Louis 
field here early today. 
Dale Jackson and Forrest O’Brine, 
aloft more than 407 consecutive hours 
fn their sturdy monoplane, St. Louis- 
Robin, spiraled low over the field at 
6:20 A. M. and dropped a note. 
Quickly tearing open the m etal note 
container and reading the first line of 
the note, M ajojr C. Ray Wassail, chief 
of the refuelling crew, shouted: “They 
are coming dow n; everyone at their 
stations.” 
The official car was trundled out of 
the hangar .to rush the flyers to head­ 
quarters as soon as they landed. 
Half-way across the field, however, 
M ajor W assail hastily re-examined the 
note, and to his am azem ent he read: 
“Everybody get ready. We are go­ 
ing to land some time. Ha! ha!” 
W ith that the Robin zoomed aloft 
again to hurl down another note a 
few m inutes later. 
It read: 
“Don’t forget to read the bottom of 
the first note. 
“Ha! ha! 
“Say, the heat is awful. Regards, 
“Red.” 
Jackson and O’ferine apparently had 
disregarded the advice of Blair back 
era that they are at liberty to land be­ 
fore their motor fails. E arlier they 
had advised field attendants th at ’’for 
all we know we will be up here a 
week from now.’’ 
Obviously sobered by the tragic end- 
nig of the attem pt of Capt.

HARVESTING CONTINUES 


Threshing to Start In Week; Section 
North of City Received Only 
Two Rains in Season 
With all grain crops light because 
of 
the 
long 
dry 
season, 
farm ers 
throughout the 
county today 
con­ 
tinued their harvesting and will start 
threshing in another week. 
Oats, rye, barley and wheat will not 
yield as many bushels to the acre as 
last year, farm ers reported. 
With rain holding off as long as it 
has throughout the county, 
farm ers 
today were pessimistic that rain 
of 
any benefit would fall the rem ainder 
of the season. 
They declared that 
they did not wish rain now until they 
had completed harvesting alnd thresh­ 
ing.
